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WBOW’s early history 


On December 2, 1926, the Rose Poly- 
technic Institute, located near Terre Haute, 
Indiana, applied to the Radio Division of 
the Bureau of Navigation, Department of 
Commerce to build and operate a new 
Terre Haute radio broadcasting station. No 
action was taken on this request until the 
Federal Radio Commission came into be- 
ing, and one of the first stations to be au- 
thorized by the new agency was WRPI, 
which was granted a construction permit 
April 21, 1927 for 100 watt operation on 1380 
kilocycles. With studios and towers located 
on the campus of the Rose Polytechnic 
Institute, five miles east of downtown Terre 
Haute, Indiana, WRPI made its air debut 
June 15, 1927; inaugurated to serve the edu- 
cational needs of the community. No com- 
merical matter was broadcast. 


WRPI was temporarily silenced in Octo- 
ber of 1927, pending a change in frequency 
and relocation of its studios. The FRC in 
late 1927 reassigned WRPI to the 1440 kilo- 
cycle dial position, and by January of 1928, 
the station returned to the air from studios 
in the Hotel Deming, Terre Haute. A local 
citizens group formed the Banks of the 
Wabash Broadcasting Association and pur- 
chased WRPI March 21, 1928 from the insti- 
tute with a view towards commercialized 
operation. A Mr. S. McCoy of the asso- 
ciation concurrently purchased the equip- 
ment of KGFO, a portable station licensed 
to the Brant Radio Power Company of 2055 
North 13th Street, Terre Haute. KGFO had 
been in irregular operation in Los Angeles, 
California for periods of time in 1926 but 
was closed in 1927, when all portable 
licenses were cancelled by the FRC. Call 
letters were changed from WRPI to WBOW 
on March 22, 1928; authorization having 
been given for the change by the FRC earli- 
er in March. 


Effective with the nationwide frequency 
reallocations, effective at 3 a.m., Saturday, 
November 11, 1928, WBOW was shifted to 
1310 kilocycles — still utilizing 100 watts of 
power. WBOW was purchased by Banks Of 
the Wabash Inc. in April 1929, a firm con- 
trolled by the Curtis Radiocasting Corpora- 
tion of Evansville — Curtis Mushlitz, Presi- 
dent. That firm owned WGBF at Evans- 
ville, Indiana. WBOW’s air slogan in 1929 
was ‘‘On The Banks Of The Wabash”. Stu- 
dios of the independent station were shifted 
in late 1929 to new quarters in the Wabash 
Savings and Loan Building at Sixth and 
Wabash Streets. The station continued to 
maintain transmitting facilities on the cam- 
pus of the Rose Polytechnic Institute, five 
miles east of town. In March 1932, WBOW 
moved to a new transmitter site at South 
25th and Dimmick Streets, Terre Haute 
(now the site of a shopping center). The 
station’s old towers and transmitter build- 
ing were then turned over to RPI, which 
was then operating amateur station 
W9NAA from WBOW’s old building. 


William Behrman was transfered from 
an Evansville station to manage WBOW in 
early 1932. By mid-1932, the 100 watt station 
was in operation 15 hours daily. Curtis 
Mushlitz was President and General Mana- 
ger while William Behrman was Station Di- 
rector. Studios of WBOW were located at 
the corner of Sixth Street and Ohio Boule- 
vard by December of 1933; The Wabash 
Building, at 19% South Sixth Street. Day- 
time power rose to 250 watts (nights still 
100 watts) in late 1935. The Federal 
Communications Commission on January 
28, 1936 issued WBOW a new license reflect- 
ing this power increase. The station joined 
the regional Affiliated Broadcasting 
Corporation “chain” in 1936. In the same 
year, W. W. Behrman rose to President and 
Station Manager of WBOW. The station in 
January of 1937 affiliated with the National 
Broadcasting Company radio network (op- 
tional Red or Blue) replacing the defunct 
“ABC”. By March 1937, the Affiliated 
Broadcasting Corporation was in the hands 
of a receiver. 


Studio location became 24% South Sixth 
Street in early 1937 (same as Sixth and Ohio 
— it’s now a parking lot). Later in 1937, 
WBOW’s studios and offices were shifted to 
118 North Sixth Street. Alvin Eades became 
President of WBOW’s licensee, a subsidiary 
of Evansville On The Air, Inc. succeeding 
owner Curtis Mushlitz. By mid-1938, the 
NBC Red and Blue affiliate was in opera- 
tion daily from 6 a.m. to 12:00 midnight, 
still using the air motto ‘‘On The Banks Of 


The Wabash.” Effective June 11, 1938, 
WBOW was relocated to a new home, pur- 
chased in- March 1938, at 303 South Sixth 
Street, a three-story renovated residence 
(on the southwest corner — now a vacant 
lot). The structure was dubbed the ‘‘WBOW 
Playhouse Studio’’. In 1939, William W. 
Behrman became President of Banks Of 
The Wabash, Inc. while continuing as Sta- 
tion Manager. Nighttime power rose to 250 
watts (matching the daytime power output) 
in 1939, when a new transmitting site at 
First and Payton Streets, Terre Haute, was 
inaugurated; site of WBOW’s new 220-foot- 
tall vertical radiator. 

WBOW was shifted from 1310 to 1200 kilo- 
cycles in April of 1940 — power level still 
250 watts. Martin L. Leich became General 
Manager of WBOW in March 1941 after Mr. 
Behrman resigned to join a new Indianapo- 
lis station. Pursuant to the NARBA Treaty 
frequency reallocations coming on March 
29, 1941, the station again changed frequen- 
cy — it was now broadcasting at 1230 kilo- 
cycles on the dial. Also in 1941, Clarence 
Leich, a Vice President and part owner of 
the old Curtis Radiocasting Corporation, be- 
came President of WBOW’s licensee, Banks 
Of The Wabash, Inc. In 1942, George M. 
Jackson became WBOW General Manager. 
In 1943, Alvin Eades again became Presi- 
dent of the station’s licensee corporation. 
Martin L. Leich (pronounced ‘“‘like’’) suc- 
ceeded Mr. Jackson as General Manager in 
1946, remaining in the post a year. In 1947, 
W. Ferrall Rippetoe rose from Commercial 
Manager to General Manager of WBOW. 
Bill Rippetoe continued in his former role 
as well. 

The station was sold to new owners for 
$108,000 effective May 15, 1957. Banks Of 
The Wabash, Inc. (Alvin Eades, President) 
sold the station to Radio WBOW, Inc., com- 
posed of Jerome William O’Connor, Presi- 
dent and 70% owner; Thomas L. Davis 
(13.4%) and Ray Freedman (13.4%) et al. 
Mr. O’Connor owned WPFA, Pensacola, 
Florida. The FCC approved this transfer 
May first. Upon acquisition, J. William 
O’Connor became both President and 
General Manager of the NBC-affiliated sta- 
tion, and named Ralph McHargue, Com- 
mercial Manager, to the post of Assistant 
Manager. In early 1959, “Cork” McHargue 
became General Manager. Also in early 
1959, the station dropped its long-time NBC 
liaison, opting for independent operation. 
The station joined the Mutual Broadcasting 
System network in early 1960. By 1960, J. 
William O’Connor, President, owned 65.4% 
interest in the station’s licensee, Radio 
WBOW, Inc. 

The FCC granted WBOW a construction 
permit to raise day power to 1,000 watts 
(nights to continue at the 250 watt level) on 
November 29, 1961. Power was raised in 
1962, the year Robert L. “Bob” Karr as- 
sumed the post of General Manager. Mr. 
McHargue was given new duties then as 
Vice President of Programming for the 
Mutual-affiliated station. Studios were 
moved in early 1964 to new quarters at 1301 
Ohio Street. A feature of the building, at the 
corner of 13th and Ohio, was its glass-front 
main studio. The station, in a trade with 
Terre Haute’s WAAC, joined the ABC radio 
network (WAAC concurrently switched to 
Mutual) in early 1964. At this time, WBOW 
was in operation 24 hours a day. 

By 1965, J. William O’Connor increased 
his holdings in WBOW’s licensee corpora- 
tion to 91% with the balance owned by Ed- 
ward Ballantine. When ABC’s new four net- 
work service began — January 1, 1968 — 
WBOW affiliated with the American Con- 
temporary Radio Network. Robert G. 

Froemming was named General Manager 
of the station in 1969. In late November 
1969, Richard Plamquist assumed that post 
after the death of Mr. Froemming on 
November 7, 1969. The station by the begin- 
ning of the seventies was airing a ‘‘Contem- 
porary Pop” music format.

Calvin Coolidge was President. Charles 
Lindberg was the national hero. And it was 
“Terre Haute Day” in the Wabash Valley, 
celebrated by a tour of surrounding cities 
by two groups of better business boosters 
from Terre Haute. It was June 15, 1927, the 
day WBOW-AM went on the air. 

That same day, in downtown Terre 
Haute, Terre Haute Savings Bank was op- 
ening its doors for another day of business 
after serving the community for 58 years. 
The current interest rate on savings 
accounts was only 2%%, but then, you 
could buy a man’s necktie for 95¢, and the 
Terre Haute Star newspaper was just 3¢ a 
copy. R. N. Filbeck was the bank’s Presi- 
dent, and John G. Tehorst, who would later 
become President himself, was the bank’s 
Secretary. 

Back in 1927, Terre Haute Savings Bank 
was located on its present site, but it was in 
a building that had been constructed from 
1910-1911. This building was a six-story 
building, with part of the first floor and all 
of the upper floors leased to Levin Bros., a 
wholesale notions house. The bank would be 
remodeled to its present structure in 1957. 

Perhaps one of WBOW’s first listeners 
was William V. Cahill, an employee who 
had been with Terre Haute Savings Bank 
for 10 years in 1927. Cahill would go on to 
become President of the bank from 1960- 
1969, and was honored as having been as- 
sociated with the bank longer than any 
other person, with 70 years of service. 


By 1927 Terre Haute Savings Bank had 
already built a solid reputation in the bank- 
ing business. The bank had begun by shar- 
ing the same banking room with Prairie 
City Bank back in December, 1869. The 
building was located just south of ‘‘Main’’ 
(Wabash) on Sixth Street. Prairie City 
Bank failed, but business at Terre Haute 
Savings Bank was strong, and went on un- 
interrupted. The name on the building was 
changed to Terre Haute Savings Bank. 


In January, 1882, the bank moved to a 
building standing on the ground occupied 
by today’s structure on the southwest cor- 
ner on Sixth and Ohio. The bank remained 
there until 1910 when demolition began on 
the building to make way for the structure 
that housed the bank from 1912 to 1957. Dur- 
ing the demolition, temporary quarters 
were set up at the store where Pugh’s Bicy- 
cle Shop was located on Ohio Street just 
east of Sixth Street. 


In the years since 1927, Terre Haute Sav- 
ings Bank has grown and improved, keep- 
ing pace in the banking industry. The fu- 
ture promises even more growth. 

Terre Haute Savings Bank is proud to 
have been a vital part of the community 
when WBOW-AM went on the air June 15, 
1927. And Terre Haute Savings Bank would 
like to salute WBOW in her Diamond An- 
niversary year, and wish her ‘‘Many 
More”.

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Judy Sullivan recalls early days on WBOW 


It was the heyday of the “Jazz Age” 
when WBOW first hit the airwaves in 1927. 
Terre Haute was in tune with the times. 
More than one city block boasted of a 
nightclub or dance hall. Popular melodies 
flowed from the countless musicians 
working in our city. Radio was a brand new 
curiosity and WBOW wasted no time in 
providing the local wealth of talent an 
audience larger than they had ever 
imagined possible. One of the first 
entertainers to share her gifts on programs 
like the famous ‘‘Monkey Club” was a 
lovely blue-eyed, dark-haired colleen 
named Judy Sullivan. One WBOW bill 
called her Terre Haute’s “premier” blues 
singer. 

Sullivan remains modest about her 
talents, but more than one local listener 
remembers her as one of the area’s best 
singers. Many agree that the Irish beauty 
could have gone on to bigger and better 
things because of her talent. But, unlike 
some of her fellow performers, Judy 
Sullivan did not seek fame and fortune in 
the big cities like New York or Hollywood. 
She chose to stick close to home: “I did 
travel to Chicago once in the late 1920’s. I 
had a contract with a club on Rush Street 
but I was so homesick I rushed back to 
Terre Haute in a very short time.” A 
former partner on WBOW and at the 
Chatterbox Club, Johnny Lee, had 
encouraged Judy to come to Chicago. 
Sullivan came home and Lee went on to 
Hollywood. He had many bit parts in 
musicals like ‘‘The Hairy Ape” and 
eventually went on to become Liz Taylor 
and Richard Burton’s press secretary 
during their most popular period. 

Sullivan became a staple for Terre Haute 
radio listeners as well as live audiences in 
the next few years. She says the transition 
from stage to WBOW was natural for most 
performers: “In those days we’d sing 
almost anywhere we were given a chance.” 
She’s reluctant to try to name all of the 
stars of the time on the Terre Haute scene 
out of fear someone may be left out. Judy 
seems to favor Claude Thornhill as one of 
the best bandleaders of his era and says the 
Harmony Four provided a top notch act for 
many years. She says: ‘‘Music was 
everywhere in the city. One could go 
dancing almost any time of the day or night 
in Terre Haute.” 

In 1929 Judy declined an invitation to go 
to the Trianon Ballroom with her friend 
Ada Campbell. Campbell was an 
immensely popular band leader and

musician who Judy credits with getting her 
to stand in front of a mike. Sullivan says 
Campbell took her under her wing as a 


young performer: “Ada had to talk a long- 


time to get me to sing in public. She’d 
heard me sing when she ran the sheet 
music department at Kresge’s. In those 
days the department had a piano. She gave 
me my first professional job singing 
‘Charlie My Boy.’ I was devastated the 
night she died.’’ Campbell and her 
boyfriend Max Rukes lost control of his 
roadster and hit an interurban train not far 
from the club at 25th and 30th. Campbell’s 
funeral received major attention in the 
newspapers of the time and for Judy it 
almost ended her will to sing. 

Judy did sing again on WBOW but never 
pursued the big time. She insists she has no 
regrets: “I never considered myself that 
good. I had no formal training. But... 
people always commented on my style.” In 
the 1920’s and 30’s it seemed local 
newspapers reviewed every pesonal 
performance in some detail. These reviews 
indicate that Judy is being far too modest 
when she downplays her talent. It seems 
obvious she had plenty of talent. “I was a 
small town gir] and just couldn’t leave my 
family,” she remembers. WBOW used to 
feature tunes by Judy Sullivan like “The 
Sunny Side of the Street,” “The St. Louis 
Blues,’’ and her trademark, ‘‘Sweet 
Georgia Brown.” Sullivan laughs when she 
remembers singing ‘‘Sweet Georgia 
Brown” on WBOW. “I used to say it was 
one of the things I had in common with the 
Harlem Globetrotters!”

‘Si Perkins and 
Ezra Wagner’ 


It had the power to bring Terre Haute to 
a virtual standstill precisely at 6:15 p.m. 
Monday through Friday. It’s been called 
the most popular radio program ever to air 
on WBOW. One listener thinks it may have 
been the most popular program to air on 
any radio station: ‘‘One night a man 
stopped at our house. He was hurrying 
home from work. The guy didn’t know us 
well, but soon he was begging to come into 
our living room where the Zenith was. He 
said he couldn’t stand to miss those two 
guys on WBOW!”’ “Those two guys” were 
better known as Si Perkins and Ezra 
Wagner. For more than a quarter century 
they kept Terre Haute folks laughing. 

Their routine seems too simple to work in 
1987. But it certainly caught on in radio’s 
“Golden Age” of the 30’s and 40’s. Two 
fellows named Gene Morgan and Guy 
Slover portrayed a couple of Hoosier bump- 
kins without a script for many years. 
Employing what was sometimes called a 
“rube” dialect, the duo would improvise 
hysterically funny scenes with characters 
from that tiny village known as Dutton’s 
Footlog, Indiana. There was the classic tale 
of old Si getting his whiskers caught in the 
sorghum press manned by an imcompetent 
Ezra Wagner. Many old-time listeners will 
always remember the falsetto rantings of 
Ma Perkins and Mrs. Wagner trying to 
maneuver a stubborn mule out of the 
‘‘park’’ position. Perhaps the best 
remembered story involved a series of 
episodes relating the two ‘“‘rubes’ ” trip to 
the Big Apple and a New York nightclub. 

A long-time radio personality, Harry 
Frey, compares Si and Ezra to one of the 
best radio teams of the time called Lum ’n’ 
Abner: “I think they had a chance to go to 
New York once . . . people always 
wondered why they weren’t on a network 
program.” We at WBOW wondered too. 
And through our ability to track down Guy 
Slover’s daughter, Carmen Kofmehl, we 
were able to answer a lot of questions about 
WBOW’s most famous twosome. 

Carmen speaks of her father and his 
partner Gene Morgan with the pride of the 
young girl she was when the team first 
began its career on WBOW: “When WBOW 
first started about ’27 . . . they had a 
program called the ‘Monkey Club.’ It was 
on Saturday night, started about seven, and 
went as long as anyone in the studio wanted 
to entertain. During the show there was 
sometimes a point where a gap needed to 
be filled. Dad and Gene started with an 
impromptu ‘rube’ act. They called 
themselves ‘Si’ and ‘Ezra’ and that portion 
of the program ballooned!” 

Despite the fact they were together for 
more than two decades, Carmen claims 
that Morgan and Slover never used a 
prepared script: “It was all ad lib. They 
just sat down, looked at each other, and 
started talking. There was one point where 
Gene . . . he played Si . . . was very ill. He 
was off the air for 6 or 8 weeks. But Dad 
carried the show with his characters . . . 
Ezra, Ma Perkins, and the mean little kid 
Elmer Perkins. Dad even played a baby 
named ‘Matildy Phetney’ for 25 years.” 

Morgan and Slover were not really radio 
pros in the beginning. They were better 
known as singers. But they brought down 
the house in 1925 at a local minstrel show 
performed for charity. Gene Morgan was a 
wisecracking minstrel named ‘‘Mr. 
Tambo” while Guy Slover sat on the other 
end of the row and delivered jokes as ‘‘Mr. 
Bones.” The two performers had been 
singing with the famous “Harmony Four” 
quartet along with Carl Jones, Sr. and 
“Pawnee” Morgan since 1923. 


Long-time listeners of WBOW will 
forever associate Morgan and Slover with 
their characters Si and Ezra. The hours 
spent in Jim Lawson’s barber shop painted 
a comic picture of the fantasy world of 
Dutton’s Footlog, so-named for the 
community’s only source of civic pride. 
Carmen Kofmehl says there really was a 
Dutton’s Footlog in Clay County: ‘‘Gene 
was from Brazil and knew of the place . . . 
or so he said.” 

Slover’s daughter compares Si and 
Ezra’s humor with the popular television 
show ‘‘The Andy Griffith Show”: “It was 
‘down home’ humor. The program always 
began with the same theme song.” It was a 
forgotten tune entitled ‘‘By Heck.’’ But 
folks who heard it on WBOW every 
weekday evening would prepare for laughs. 
More often than not they got them. Dutton’s 
Footlog was as real as Terre Haute. 

Morgan and Slover were so convincing in 
their personal appearances that some resi- 
dents thought there really was a Si and 
Ezra. In the 1930’s, prompted by the show’s 
immense popularity and the wishes of their 
sponsor (Harvey Clark of Security Loan 


Company), the boys dressed up in costumes 
for some publicity shots. Guy’s daughter 
laughs at what happened that day. It was 
remarkable: ‘‘Dad and Gene dressed up as 
Ma Perkins and Mrs. Wagner. They were 
driving a mule-drawn buggy on their way 
to a fictitious Ladies’ Aid Society meeting. 
Gene and Dad were driving this contraption 
on the old National Road between Terre 
Haute and Brazil. The photographer was 
following at a distance when one of the 
wheels suddenly came off the buggy. It 
broke down in the middle of the highway! 
The state police came along and rescued 
the old women and directed traffic. But 
Dad and Gene at no time ever let anyone 
know that they were anything but helpless 
old ladies on their way to the Ladies’ Aid 
Society. Everyone . . . even the police were 
in stitches!” 

With an act like that just why didn’t Gene 
Morgan and Guy Slover seek fame and 
fortune like other WBOW Monkey 
Clubbers? Scatman, Smiley Burnett, Bur! 
Ives and others achieved “big time” status. 
Why not Si and Ezra? Carmen sighs and 
reflects her father’s own disappointment 
when she tells the story: “Dad worked a 
job as a wholesale meat distributor for all 
the years he was rushing to the WBOW 
studios at 6:15. Gene had inherited money 
and did not have to work. Gene and Dad 
were called to the New York network 
studios in the late 30s. They were offered a 
network contract and Dad was very 
excited! But Gene thought it over and just 
would not leave Indiana. He told Dad that 
he wouldn’t live in New York and so they 
had to give it up. Dad was so disappointed 
.. . he was just sick about it. But Gene 
refused to budge an inch. He said he was 
born and raised in Brazil and that’s where 
he was going to stay!” 

Si and Ezra have been off the air for 
dozens of years. Morgan and Slover died 
some time ago. It’s unfortunate they 
performed in an era when it was 
impractical to record local programs. 
There’s an ironic twist that in a medium 
built on sound so little of their sound 
remains. Only about 80 seconds of Si and 
Ezra recorded at WBOW’s 20th anniversary 
in 1947 is all there is to help us remember 
what the two ‘‘rubes’’ from Dutton’s 
Footlog actually sounded like. WBOW has a 
copy filed away under lock and key. The 
only other recordings of Si and Ezra are 
undoubtedly locked in the minds and hearts 
of those lucky enough to have heard them 
live on WBOW.

She Town House 


As you dine at Richards Town House, it is casy to imagine the beautifully. dressed ladies and gentlemen of 
a century ago arriving in their carriages to dine here. The warmth from the fires in the many fireplaces would 
have welcomed them, and glowing candlelight would have reflected the beauty of the oak woodwork, doors 
and shutters. 


To help preserve the elegance and Victorian atmosphere, diners can enjoy the intimacy of dining in the Draw- 
ing Room, Music Room, Maid's Room or one of the several rooms featuring a special color. All uf the rooms— 
except the Maid's Room—has a metal fireplace that was originally used for heating the house. These special 
fireplaces used either coke or hard coal as fuel instead of the traditional wood. 


Richards Town House Restaurant is located in a home built by John E. Ludowici. Mr Ludowici came to 
Terre Haute in 1850 to engage in the grocery trade with F.E. Hulman. Only three families have lived in the 
home. Until recently, Dr. Melville D. CaJacob and his family lived here. In December, 1982, Gary and Diane 
Richards opened Richards Town House Restaurant. 


Many of the house's original features remain. The date the house was built is in stone above the center front 
of the house near the roof line. The original narrow shutters for the inside of the house can be seen in all of 
the rooms. Doorways with tall oak dours are nine feet high in most places. In some rooms, doors of three 
different heights can be found. All of the hinges and doorknobs are brass. The woodwork is oak and has its 
original coat of varnish. Two oak stairways lead to the second floor. From the second floor back hail, a 
similar stairway leads to the third floor, which is completely floored and has two rooms that are plastered. 
The house aiso has a full basement. Most of the light fixtures are those installed when electricity was put into 
the house. The brick and stone home has 12-foot ceilings and wails 13 inches thick. The original tile roof and 
a long front porch and two side porches have been replaced. Walks at the side of the house are of stone, and 
the backyard walks are of old brick. The originai carriage house with an adjoining laundry room is at the rear 
of the yard. The carriage house, which has the same architecture as the main house, has had the stalls removed 
to make the space into a garage. This lovely old house is an historical feature of the city. It is listed in the 
“Indiana Houses of the 19th Century,” published in 1962 by the Indiana Historical Society.
